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TRACK IN BAD CONDITION 



YESTERDAY’S RACING AT COLUMBIA ATTEND- 
ED BY NUMEROUS UPSETS. 

Husky, Lad Beats Sager by Narrow Margin in Over- 
night Handicap— Wire Tappers Reported to Have 
Successfully Pulled Off a Poolroom Job. 



Columbia. S. C., Deeeinlior 21. — Traek conditions 
at the Fair Grounds this afternoon were the worst 
since the opening of racing here and brought about 
many upsets. A heavy storm that arose last night 
left the going difficult and uncertain and favoring 
the most pronounced mud runners. Threatening 
weather again held down the attendance. Betting 
was spirited and far in excess of expectations, with 
tin- layers having by far the lietter of the speculative 
argument at the end of the day. 

The all-aged handicap at one mile brought to- 
gether a quartet of fairly good ones, including 
Sager, Husky Lad ami Judge Monck, all of which 
were first-time starters here. The race developed 
a spirited struggle, with Husky Lad the winner, a 
small margin in advance of Sager. Sticker, the 
favorite, finished lar back, in third place. Husky 
Lad’s win was a fluky one and the Schreiber horse 
will reverse tin* running at their next meeting. 

About the worst upset of the many 4 Hat came dur- 
ing the afternoon, happened in the fifth race, when 
Haldeman and V. Powers, both backed to the ex- 
clusion of the others in the race, were downed in de- 
cisive fashion by Dolly Bultinan. one of the out- 
siders. The suicidal tactics of jockeys C. Turner 
and Hopkins, astride V. Powers and Haldeman re 
spectively, contributed to their undoing. Both horses 
raced as a team at a killing pace during the first 
three-quarters, and were exhausted when challenged 
by Dolly Bultinan ^u the stretch. 

Appassionata in the second race and Western 
Belle in the closing dash were the only first choices 
that scored during the afternoon. Both were forced 
to ilo their utmost to land in front, and only did so 
K by the < i**s. st kind of margins. Firs’t Aid, Sewell 
' and Sticker were the rank disappointments of the 
afternoon. 

Protests were lodged with Martin Nathanson, the 
presiding steward here, by II. Kuebelkamp and 
T. .1. Shannon, the latter agent for 1’. Woodford, 
against the bidding on tin* horses Fncle Jimmie Gray 
and Tom Massie by William Shields. The conten- 
tion was that as Mr. Shields is in bad standing on 
the turf, a bid front him should not have lteen ac- 
cepted. The matter was taken under advisement by 
the stewards and a wire was sent to the Southern 
Jockey Club officials to ascertain just wliat the rul- 
ing against Mr. Shields really amounted to. 

Word was received here this morning of the death 
of Lafe Brown, brother of H. It. Brown, who died 
suddenly in Jacksonville yesterday. The burial will 
lake place in Jacksonville on Saturday. 

The combination book was absent from the lineup 
this afternoon. The public here developed the pleas- 
ant habit of calling a number of the races one-two- 
three, with the result that the bank roll man decided 
that they were euirely too wise for him.

Western Belle, winner of the sixth race, was 
boosted after her victory and was b< -light in by her 
owner for $405, an advance of $100 over the en- 
tered price. J. W. Hedrick did the bidding. As a 
matter of fact he hid $500, lutf Judge Brady, who 
was doing the selling, did not near him. 

Then* was quite a stir today among race follow- 
ers when it became known that a wire tapping job 
had probably l»een successfully put through yester- 
day. The manipulators resorted to the novel method 
of’using a declared oif race as tin* medium by which 
to defraud the poolrooms. According to the infor- 
mation. Sir Edward was sent out as winner in the 
gentlemen’s race, with Dick Moss second and Dance- 
atvny third. Tit? ru«-e had been declared of! early 
in the day because of the bad weather and traek con- 
ditions. The poolroom correspondent is said to have 
sent out promptly the information that the race was 
declared off. The rooms later received information 
that the race was on from the wire tappers and they 
made it stronger later in the afternoon, by annoum- 
ing Sir Edward as* the winner, and not to excite 
suspicion, gave his price at 1 to 2. Dick Moss, the 
place horse was quoted at 2 to 1 and Daneeaway, the 
third horse, 5 to 1. The supposition, according to 
tlmse in the employ of the i»oolrooms here, is that 
tin* job was manipulated somewhere near Pitts- 
burgh and that eastern rooms were victimized.

Washington, D. (\. December 21. — In their zeal t.> 
suppress race-track gambling the Legislatures of 
the various states have seriously threatened the sup 
ply of proper mounts for the army, according to 
Major-General Wood, chief of staff, who has called 
the attention of Congress to tin* subject. 

General Wood says that thoroughbred studs are be- 
ing shipped out of the country in such numbers as 
to assume the magnitude of a national calamity. 
While other countries are spending immense sums of 
money in imported stock, many of America’s most 

breeders have entirely sold out, shipped 

abroad or are gradually reducing their establish- 
ments.

— John McClelland, 
aged sixty -two, eldest brother of the late Byron 
Mi Clelland, and a native of Lexington, died last 
night at his home in Arcadia. California. John 
McClelland was, like Byron, a trainer of thorough- 
invi]« imt he never attained the success that was 
his younger brother’s good fortune.

Late In the 90’s Mr. Veitch prepared and rodt 
winner after winner for Mr. Hooper, who raced un 
dcr the name of Mr. Chamblet. The principal mem- 
bers of that notable collection of stake winners 



were: Land of (’lover, Plato, Puke of Abercorn, 
White Garters, Moslem, Adjidaumo, Semper Ego, 
Semper Ira. Scotch Bush and Royelle. 

As a rule Mr. Veitch goes into winter quarters 
with few horses, and tins year is no exception. A 
few seasons hack his stable occupied one stall— that 
being filled by old Grandpa. Before the following 
spring the Veitch string numbered eighteen. The 
following four horses comprise the lot now in his 
charge: 

Ariosto, ch. g. 3. by Orlando — Vassari. 

Baron Dieskau, b. g, 4. by Ilockton — Euphrata. 

Bishop, ch. g, 4, by Handspring— Musette. 

Country Guy, b. g, 4, by Singleton — Shansheen. 

Although he has not been seen under colors in a 
steeplechase field, Baron Dieskau, owned by the 
Sage-Smith Stable, is probably the best horse in the 
barn. He went slightly wrong last May and was 
gelded. Prior to and since the mishap he has shown 
trials of a highly promising sort. Baron Dieskau 
was bred by General Stephen Sanford at the Hurri- 
cana Stud. Amsterdam, N. Y. His sire, Ilockton, 
conld run fast aud far, winning in his day many im- 
portant features. 

Bishop won the Consolation Steeplechase at Pirn 
lieu last spring, defeating among others Colign.v. 
Rosshampton, Thistlcdalc and Enniskillen. He is in 
excellent condition right now. 



AMERICAN RACING RIVALRY IN FRANCE. 



Paris, France, December 21. — During the turf sea- 
son of 1912 there promises to be a pretty struggle 
for leadership among the Americans who have 
planned to race their horses in France. William K. 
Vanderbilt lias been so tremendously successful with 
his big stable that he has been showing the way to 
all others by a wide margin. 

Americans who have recently taken establishments 
over here are determined to give their distinguished 
countryman a stiff battle for the leadership, and 
Frank Jay Gould and Joseph E. Widener are men- 
tioned as Mr. Vanderbilt's most likely rivals. 

Mr. Widener, when he first appeared on the French 
turf, figured only in the crosscountry races, but 
for 1912 he has decided to take to flat racing. 
Thomas Welsh, one of the foremost of American 
trainers, has been engaged to handle the Widener 
horses and many purchases have been made, includ- 
ing tbe supposedly ten best yearlings in France. 
These were secured for Mr. Widener by Eugene 
Leigh, another American turfman, who has long been 
identified with the French turf. Some of these 
yearlings cost Mr. Widener $10, (MX) apiece. 

Frank J. Gould has a stable of twenty-eight at 
Maisons Lattitte. Ilis recent season was a tremend- 
ously good one. and he lias also made purchases of 
famous matrons for liis racing establishment. 



EQUALITY ON THE TURF. 



Mr. J. Clarence Fletcher, the young Canadian who 
heads the successful owners in Japanese racing, used 
to find the right of sovereignty an embarrassing prin- 
ciple on occasions, for it was contrary to all eti- 
quette to defeat the horses of ihe Emperor. That 
situation was relieved when his Imperial Majesty 
withdrew from racing in his own name and colors. 
In England and Prussia the ruling sovereigns tak<* 
the other view, and racing there is not like kissing, 
which goes by favor. In the list of winning owners 
on the English turf this year the name of King 
George V. is far down the list In order of amounts. 
While L<>r<l Derby heads the line with $213,055 as 
the winnings of the horses carrying the black jacket 
and white cap. his Majesty’s modest total is $4,110. 
Next season, it is stated, the King intends taking a 
far more active part in turf affairs than was pos 
slide during the coronation year, and that he li<>i»e.s 
equal the success that attended his father. That 
tliesr Kings should find racing and breeding worthy 
of attention is not surprising when we remember that 
Queen Victoria was a frequent attendant at the 
Ascot, Goodwood. Windsor and other meetings, and 
that at the Royal stud farm were bred some of the 
great horses of the age. La Fleelie, winner of more 
money than any hors- that ever raced in America, 
was perhaps the most noted production at Sandring- 
ham tluring Queen Victoria’s time. She was sold 
l<»r $27,500 as a yearling, and earned $200,000 in the 
sixteen races she won. — Toronto Globe.
